Applicant respectfully disagrees with the Examiner's Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance and/or Applicant believes that the Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance is 
incomplete. 

Applicant respectfully submits that the cited art does not teach or suggest the 
combinations of features set forth in the Applicant's claims. By way of nonlimiting example. 
Applicant submits the submitted references at least do not appear to teach or suggest comparing, 
using a computer system, at least a portion of the pre-printed information in the payment 
instrument to one or more document stock profile representations associated with a profile for 
one or more accotints or a profile for one or more individual writers, entities, or representatives 
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of an entity, wherein evidence of non-validity of the payment instrument comprises faikire of at 
least a portion of the pre-printed information in the payment instrument to approximately match 
at least one of the one or more document stock profile representations; and analyzing a 
correlation of information between two or more information fields of a payment instrument, 
wherein the analysis of a first information field of the payment instrument is dependent on what 
information is in a second information field of the payment instaunent, and wherein the 
comparison of the pre-printed information in the payment instrument to the at least one document 
stock profile representation is based on the correlation analysis between the first information 
field and the second information field. 
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
